RUNS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Trish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
A small detachable run should be provided 

for each outdoor rearer. It is necessary 
to keep the chickens within bounds while 
they are very young, as they may easily 
run out from the brooder and get lost. 
After they are a week old they may have 
their libeity. A run is useful also as a 
place for exercise where they may have 
dry litter in which to scratch, but when 
it is used in this way there should be a 
movable roof. If the weather is fine and 
warm, it is a good plan to feed the chicks 
in the run. This will induce them to 
come out from the inside chambers, and 
the more they are out the better,

BETTER UNDERCURRENT. 


Our. COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.

There is again a quiet feeling to note in 
most departments of the provision trade, but 
a rather better undercurrent is noticeable in 
butter, bacon and eggs. The Danish official 
quotation has this week been wired six kroner 
~~ and “ top ” now stands at 156 kroner 

100 kilos; at the corresponding period of 
mé vear the figure was 190 kroner; and in 
1931 214 kroner. The spot market ruled firm 
for all descriptions. Continental makes ad- 
vanced in sympathy with the official quota- 
tion, but no quotable alteration was recorded 
in Colonial. Consumption appears to be in- 
creasing steadily, at the retail prices now 
ruling, and for this reason the outleok may 
be regarded as somewhat brighter. There is 
also an improved tore reported in bacon, 
and there is no doubt that the low prices now 
ruling, conpled with prospects of colder 
weather, are stimulating the demand. 

BACON PRICES. 

Although no change is recorded in Irish 
bacon in London this week prices in the North 
have been advanced 4s. At the weekly meet- 
ing of the Manchester Bacon Committee no 
change was made in Danish No. 1's, but No. 
2 and 3 selections were advanced 3s. and 4s, 
respectively. Swedish No. 2’s 2s., No. ós 
3s., and Dutch and Polish 2s. per. cwt. 
According to reports from Denmark a meet- 
ing of delegates for the Danish pig 
slaughteries, co-operative and _ proprietary.

CLONMEL PUBLICANS ASK 
FOR RELIEF, 
From Ovr CorRESPONDENT. 
CLONMEL, Sunday. 


At. a meeting of the licensed traders of 
Cionmel, presided over by the Mayor (Coun- 
cillor Stapleten) the following resolution was 
adopted :— 

“ We protest against the present cruel and 
unjust taxation on beer and whiskey. As all 
other businesses in the State are crying out 
how impossible it is for them fo carry on 
trade under present taxation and conditions, 
how are we, who have to share the same 
burdens, to’carry, in addition, a tax amount- 
ing, in the case of whiskey, to 660 per cent., 
and, in the case of stout, 150 per cent. 

‘* We, therefore, call on whatever Govern- 
ment. is in power at the next Budget to 
reduce the present duty on stout by at least 
£2 10s. per barrel, half the present tax; and, 
in the case of whiskey, to reduce the present 
duty of £3 12s. 6d. per proof gallon to 
£2 10s. 

“ We hold that by so doing the legitimate 
trade will be somewhat relieved. There will 
be less incentive to illicit brewing and dis- 
tillation, more employment, increased demand 
for barley, benefiting the farmers and their 
workers, and the State will benefit by in- 
creased payment of income tax by traders. 

“In the event of a non-increase in the 
consumption of liquor, the State should benefit 
by the expenditure of money in other trades,

Finally, the French yachtswoman, Marthe 
Oulie, is soon starting out for the Sudan,

Throughout Saturday a Liverpool police 
car, containing armed detectives, followed 
another motor vehicle throughout a large 
vart of South-west Lancashire, The chase 
inna at Widnes, and went through Bootle. 
For several hours the police car hung on to 
the other car, and in consequence of a susp!- 
cious examination of the bank in Great 
George place, which is in a thickly populated 
part of the city, not far from the shopping 
centre, armed detectives were placed inside 
the bank. 

Just after dusk a car, into which had been 
placed cylinders of dissolved acetylene 
oxygen and acetylene, drew up, and one maa 
went to the bank door, and knocked. He was 
admitted, and when the door was shut he was 
pushed by a detective waiting behind into the 
arms of another detective. A second man 
got into the doorway, and a detective endea- 
voured to grab him, but he wriggled out of 
the detective’s grasp, and ran across the 
square. But he did not go far before being 
captured. 

Both men are alleged to have been armed 
with revolvers, and a false moustache was 
picked up. 

“I opened the door, and a man said he 
had a parcel to deliver,’’ said Harold Cubbin, 
a bank messenger, who lives on the premises. 
“ As I shut it a detective pushed the man 
from behind, and another detective grabbed 
him. A second man appeared, but the de- 
tective did not get a good hold of him, and 
he wriggled free.

LECTURE AT DOMINICAN

The nations of Europe had now to @ 
great extent rejected the Roman Catholic 
Church, except as a human institution, which, 
if it is allowed to exist, must be entirely 
subordinate to the State. Ireland, therefore, 
was one of the few countries where faith pre- 
vails. Modern Governments, having rejected 
the teachings of the Roman Catholic Church, 
had fallen into errors in regard to economics 
and morals. These errors were bringing 
civilisation to the brink of dissolution. In 
consequence [Íreland, having slowly emerged 
from centuries of persecution and subjection, 
was instinctively feeling her way to a Catholic 
solution of economic difficulties. She would 
reject both the economics of avarice, which 
had inspired industrial capitalism, and the 
economics of envy, the apostles of which, like 
Cassius, ''are never at heart’s ease whiles 
they behold a greater than themselves.”’

Skating on Lough Neagh. 


Of late years Irish people have had very 
few opportunities for ice-skating, and 
most of the folk who do it really well are 
elderly, or, at any rate, middle-aged. 
When a spell of frost comes they remember 
the days they spent on some frozen sheet 
of water near the home of their youth, but. 
they do not really believe that the spell 
will last long enough to provide skating. 
Lough Neagh has occasionally provided s 
surface of ice that caused unbounded 
delight in the heart of every enthusiast 
for many miles around. In the year 1739 
men and horses crossed the frozen lough, 
from Antrim to Tyrone. In February, 
1895, during the abnormally long spell of 
frost, when so many Irish people became 
experts, special trains were run to the 
vicinity of Lough Neagh, loaded with 
skaters. A little later an ice ridge was 
piled up on the surface of the lough rot 
very far from the shure, and a good deal 
of bewilderment was caused by a noise 
like that of a battering ram at that spot.

Frost Nails. 


Many Dubliners who have been abroad 
early in the frosty mornings recently have 
been wondering how horse-driven carts, 
particularly the milk carts, have been able 
to get through the frosty, slippery streets. 
Milk carts must be ready for any emer- 
gency; for, unlike butchers and bakers, 
who can afford to wait for an hour or two, 
milkmen have their appointed time by 
which one might almost set one’s clock. 

The secret of the dairyman when he is 
“Cup against ” frost is frost nails. Almost 
every dairy has its supply of frost nails 
and the little knife-shaped instrument 
that goes with them. The nails, which cost 
about a shilling for the set, are kept in 
readiness. They are pronged underneath, 
so that, with their aid, the horse can dig 
his way through the frozen ground arid 
thus get about. Otherwise the man would 
have to lead him, as the contact of hoofs 
and ice would make walking impossible. 

The ordinary nails are first removed 
with the little knife-shaped chisel from 
the shoe. and then the frost nails are sub-

Mr. George Moore has been an important 
ty in the English literature of his day; to 
what extent he should count in Irish litera- 
ture is a point which is apt to stir controversy. 
It is certain that his Irish origin had much 
to do with his position in English literature. 
His French training also had something to do 
with it; for approached ndon 
by way of Paris; but it is probable 
that no Englishman, even though stripped 
in Paris of some prejudices, © could 
have cut into Victorianism with such 
a discerning relentlessness as this Irishman 
gave it—not the first, nor the latest, Irishman 
to exercise himself in that way on English 
smugness. | 

Mr. George Moore came of a land-holding 
family long domiciled in Connaught. When 
it suited one of his arguments, Mr. Moore 
laid stress on a Norman origin of the family, 
but the Moores had been good Irishmen for 
enerations before this representative of the 
amily suddenly discovered virtues in his 
native country. The father, George Henry 
Moore, who was a Member of Parliament for 
his county, Mayo, for many years, was said 
to have n the most -popular representa- 
tive that ever sat for an Irish constituency. 
A man of culture and strong independent 
opinions, he was beloved by his neighbours 
and tenants. His life, and a history of the 
Moores of Moore Hall, have been written by 
the second son, Colonel Maurice Moore, who 
himself*has not been insignificant in Irish 
life. The mother also belonged to an Irish 
country family. Moore Hall, a beautiful 
Georgian mansion, was destroyed by malicious 
eye | during the civil conflict in Ireland 
in 1922, 

Mr. Moore’s early education, he indi- 
cates, was hardly in line with any orthodox 
curriculum, and after some indecisive years he 
went to Paris to study painting. He never 
learnt to paint, but Paris of the ‘seventies 
was a place to stimulate the mental activity 


‘of a young man with a turn for esthetics. 


Where “ schools’’ were ever at war con- 
cerning literary and artistic principles, Emile 
Zola had just. brought a new ferocity into 
such discussions. Moore talked and argued 
with the rest, and wrote poems in the 
manner of the Parisian poets of the day. 
He published two volumes of these. 

They caused no stir, A young man pub- 
lishing a small edition of very young-mannish 
poems on French models threatened no dan- 
ger, because nobody bought such things, A 
novel, apt to be bought or taken home from 
the library, was a different matter, and 
the detection of French influence in ‘A 
Modern Lover,’’ published in 1883, put the 
guardians of Victorian morality on the 
author's track, The work struck a new note 
in English novel-writing; the note had been 
caught in France, and anything caught in 
France could only be shocking. Those were 
days when art was confused with morality. 


A MINOR LANDMARK. 


Labelled, accordingly, ‘‘ dangerous,’ Mr. 
Moore had difficulty im finding a publisher 
for his next work. That next was ‘‘ A Mum- 
mer’s Wife.” Many years later Mr. Moore's 
reputation was still resting chiefly on that 
book, and its publication is regarded by 
many still as at least a minor landmark in 
the development of the English novel. At 
the time the merit of the book was recog- 
nised' by some critics, but elsewhere it pro- 
vokedl farther attacks on the writer. Moore 
replied in ,‘‘ Literature at Nurse,’’ The next 
novel was ‘‘ A Drama in Muslin.”” ‘ After 
the magnificent portrayal uf English manners 
in ‘ A- Mummer’s Wife,’ ” a critic has writ- 
ten, “ nothing could have been more legiti- 
mately interesting than a similar analysis of 
Irish society. It is not to be assumed that 
the author tried deliberately to calumnify 
and misrepresent fashionable society in Dub- 
lin; the k is a dispassionate. study, in 
the realistic manner, of social conditions.” 

‘*The Confessions of a Young Man,” in 
1888, was the first instalment of those 
variations upon the theme of his own per- 
sonality which he continued so remarkably 
in “ Memoirs of My Dead Life’’ (1906) and 
“ Hail and Farewell.” In it he tells the 
story of his journeying from Mayo to Mont- 
martre, of his life as an art student in Paris; 
and of his return to London and his self- 
uo nosws servitude there to the art of writing. 
“ Spring Days” (1888), ' Miss Fletcher ”’ 
(1889), and ‘‘ Vain Fortune ' (1890) con- 
tinued his career as a novelist, given by 
that time a definite place by men of letters, 
though looked at askance by the libraries. 


COLLECTED STUDIES. 


He paused a few years in his career as a 
novelist. In 1890 he published ‘‘ Impressions 
and Opinions,” and 1393 “ Modern Paint- 
ing.” These were collected studies on 
literary and artistic subjects, such as the 
poetry of Verlaine and the art of Manet. 
They shook Victorian ideas about art, as his 
earlier work had shaken the current con- 
ception of the novel. They were prized for 
a new spirit in criticism, and for their style 
(which placed him in succession to Stevenson 
and Pater); and they were declared to have 
set a new model for art criticism. About 
this time Moore—naturally, as one who 
must have known all about the Theatre 
Antoine—fell in wjth the new interest in 
England in intellectual drama, and wrote 
“The Strike at Arlingf- 1’’ for the Inde- 
pendent Theatre. The incident is important, 
of course, in relation to his later work in 
connection with the Irish Literary Theatre. 

In 1894 he re-appeared again as a novelist 
with “ Esther Waters.’* In his early work 
the feminine element had been important ; 
“ Esther Waters ” begins a new series, in 
which delicate analyses of female temperament 
are again one of the chief characteristics of 
his work. Jt is the story of a servant girl. 
“ Evelyn Innes’? and ‘Sister Teresa’’ deal 
with a finer type. Incidentally, they got him 
into further disgrace with certain | people 
through the picture he drew of life in a con- 
vent, and the portrait of a high ecclesiastical 
personage. It it interesting to remember that 
these three novels were afterwards published 
in sixpenny editions; a move in the author’s 
warfare with the libraries. It was about this 
time that a practice, developed by Mr. Moore 
in a remarkable way ‘later on, began to be 
noticed—that of making use of his friends 
for “copy.” In one version of ‘‘ Evelyn

INTEREST IN DRAMA. 


Mr. Moore’s interest in the drama 
had brought him into close sym- 
pathy with the late Mr. Edward 
Martyn, an ardent Ibsenite and a fellow-Con- 
naught man. Mr. Martyn in his turn brought 
Mr. Moore into association with Mr. W. 
Yeats and other young Irishmen in London 
and Dublin. Mr. Yeats, who, in 1891, had 
founded the Irish Literary Society, was now 
beginning to have thoughts about an. Irish 
literary theatre. As an Irishman, Mr. Moore 
was naturally inclined to anything. in the 
nature of revolt; the Irish literary movement 
had that nature, and he threw himself into it 
with that intensity of application which he 
was apt to give to one thing at a time. In 
his enthusiasm he felt a call to return to 
Ireland, but the imp of malice within him 
made him tell the English public that it was 
disgust at a “ Mafficking ” London—a London 
not fit to be the home of a man of taste—that 
caused him to change his residence to Dublin. 

Of the next period of his life, the years in 
Dublin, he has written very fully in “Hail 
and Farewell.” There he describes in great 
detail his association with the Irish Literary 
Theatre. He wrote no original play for the 
theatre, and it is probable that he felt him- 
self, with his cosmopolitan training, to be a 
misfit in the movement. Early in the period 
he had seized a play out of Mr. Edward 
Martyn's hands and re-written it into a drama 
called “The Bending of the Bough,’’ which 
was performed in due course. Later he co- 
operated with Mr. Yeats in “ Diarmuid and 
Grania.”’ Here he admitted Mr, Yeats's to be 
the more authentic voice, and, that the latter 
might prevail, Mr. Moore wrote part at least 
of his contribution to the work in French, 
submitting it for Mr. Yeats to translate into 
the chosen diction. The text was never pub- 
lished; and the title of the play is remem- 
bered now through Elgar's incidental music.

met the Fays, and talked with Lady Gregory, 
went off to a combination of peasant and 
poetic plays. Thereupon, Mr, Moore turned 
to another side of Irish revival. While Mr. 
Martyn studied Tchekov and .other Russian 
playwrights, Mr. Moore found Turgeniev, 
and saw in that author an example for new 
lrish writers. He himself sat down to show 
how the example might be followed, and ihe 
result was the collection of short stories, en- 
titled, ‘‘ The Untilled Field,” since described 
as '“the most perfect book of short stories 
in contemporary Irish literature.’’ A work 
of larger scale, “The Lake,” was written 
soon afterwards with similar intention. These 
books “‘ were ostensibly publi for the 
— of supplying Irish prose writers with 
models, both Gaelic and English, and several 
of the short stories appeared in the ‘ New 
Ireland Review’ im parallel versions.’’ After 
a while Mr. Moore became uncomfortable 
among his Gaelic League friends. By this 
time he had decided also that Dublin, though 
it had its “‘schools’’ of a kind, was not, 
after all, a second Paris, and Mr. Moore’s 
gradually lengthening absences grew at last 
into complete abandonment of Dublin as a 
place of residence. But our city and its 
people did not pass out of his mind. 

e was a notable figure in Dublin during 
that period. He continually astonished, 
entertained and provoked. He treated 
Dublin as if it were Paris, and was con- 
tinually surprised that it was not Paris. His 
quiet neighbours in Upper Ely place did not 
approve of pranks that would have been 
relished by his companions of the cafés and 
studios twenty years earlier. Dublin still 
remembers the night when he tried to have 
a dinner party in the open air beyond the 
railings in Ely place. He was continually 
involved in controversy, and if literary sub- 
jects failed he found others. He made open 
fun of everybody. When in redecorating his 
house he had the front door painted green, 
he started a whisper that it was a “ Fenian” 
green, and represented that his neighbours 
were offended by it. There was a continual 
clatter of such incidents, and, though some 
stories about him were invented, they were 
no more extravagant than those which he 
started himself. When he had gone, the city 
seemed strangely quiet. Nothing was heard 
of him for some time, until the J/rish 
Zimes received, from him a letter, written 
from Paris in French, in his character 
of gourmet, setting forth the epicurean 
virtues of grey mullet. As usual, he 
had written in such a way as te provoke 
controversy, and a correspondence on the 
grey mullet enlivened our columns for weeks. 


“HAIL AND FAREWELL,”’ 


It was in 1911, with the publication of the 
first volume of ‘* Hail and Farewell,” that 
he loomed full into view again. Till the 
pre SN of the last volume, in 1914, he 
ept Dublin on edge, He had met almost 
everybody who was anybody in the Dublin 
of his time, and nobody he had met gave up 
the fear of being exposed to his devastating 
ridicule tiil the last word was out. As litera- 
ture, ‘‘ Hail and Farewell” is the most re- 
markable thing of its kind since Rousseau, but 
as a chronicle of his Dublin associations it 
was a startling production. The people of 
whom he wrote were living at the time of 
publication of the book; most of them were 
still prominent in publie life. Moore 
seemed malicious, but his performance was 
too reckless to be ordinary malice. He had 
conceived and produced the book as a piece 
of artistic work. 

He had dramatised himself before in ‘‘ Con 
fessions of a Young Man “” and in “ Memoirs 
of My Dead Life’’; in ‘‘ Hail and Farewell ”' 
he was dramatising himself again, and, un- 
fortunately, needed his friends as subsidiary 
characters. The motive of the book is the 
relation of what drew him to Dublin in 
middle life, what befell him here, and how 
he left. He twisted facts to suit the drama- 
tic development, but there is much shrewd 
and subtle sbservation. 

After the publication of ‘‘ Hail and Fare- 
well ’’ Mr. Moor®t’s vis.ts to Dublin were rare 
and brief. He settled in a quiet flat in 
Ebury street, London. Once in a few years 
he would come in to the /rish Times offiee, 
talk rapidly on whatever subject was in his 
mind at the time, and vanish again. He 
harboured but one subject at a time, and 
‘was intensely interested in it for the moment. 
It was useless to try to change the conver- 
sation; he ignored anything that was apart 
from his temporary pre-occupation. 

In appearance he was a small man, with 
abnormally pale face, thin yellow hair and 
listless eyes. He carried himself with an air 
—the only man in Dublin, somebody said, 
who walked like a man of fashion. Even in 
London and Paris he would attract attention. 
In Dublin people turned to look at him, and 
said, ‘‘ There goes George Moore,” 

In the period of publication of “ Hail and 
Farewell " his only other work was the turn- 
ing of “ Esther Waters ' into a play. About 
that time he went abroad on a visit to 
Palestine—a project long in his mind. One 
of his enlivenments while he was yet in 
Dublin was to announce his conversion to 
Protestantism. He belonged to an old Roman 
Catholic familv, but he had never been 
suspected of ardent faith, and had seemed at 
pains to offend his Church in his writings. 

Incidental to this change was Mr. Moore’s 
discovery of the literary value of the Bible. 
His mind began to turn, with a most un- 
orthodox twist, of course, on the story of 
the Gospel. In 1911 he published what he 
called a rough scenario for a play entitled 
‘The Apostle,” based on the notion that 
Jesus, under the care of Joseph of 
Arimathea, had revived from a swoon mis- 
taken for death on the cross, and was en- 
countered many years later by Paul in an 
Essene monastery. Paul, having in the mean- 
time preached Christ crucified, is shown In 
mental confiict as to his future course of 
action, 

The notion stayed with him, and his visit 
to the Holy Places was part of his plan for 
developing it. The result was seen in “ The 
Brook Kerith,” a long book published in 
1916. But for men’s preoccupation with the 
events of the Great War the publication of 
this work would undoubtedly have caused 
great stir. The book is cherished by admirers 
of Mr. Moore’s work, and copies are precious. 
His only other work in that period was 
further revision of some early books. He re- 
wrote his first novel, “A Modern Lover,” 
and published the new version under the 
title, “ Lewis Seymour and Some Women.” 


AFTER THE WAR. 


After the war Mr. Moore, though now in 
the region of seventy years of age, began a 
new period of production. His publications 
successively were “The Story ‘Teller’s Holi- 
day” (1918), ‘‘Avowals” (1919), ‘* The 
Coming of Gabrielle’’ (1920), “ Abelard and 
Heloise ” (1921), and “In Single Strictness *’ 
(1922). In the autumn of 1924 there appeared 
‘*Pure Poetry: An Anthology,” edited by 
Mr. Moore, “with an introduction incor- 
porating the author’s conversation on the 
subject with Walter de la Mare and John 
Freeman.” The anthology comprised poems 
from Skelton to Swinburne by. way of 
Shakespeare, Blake,  Landor, Poe, Tenny- 
son, - and William Morris. All these 
ost-war publications were issued only in 
limited editions. He had advertised his re- 
turn to literary activity by an announcement 
of his opinions on typography and book 
roduection, and thereafter he gave careful 
heed to the format of his volumes. bad 

Although Mr. Moore was an enthusiastic 
man of the theatre, and was one of the 
earliest contributors to the Independent 
Theatre in London, his gs were never 
successful on the stage. Probably his most 
successful play was ‘‘The Bending of the 
Bough,” which was in some measure a re: 
casting of Edward Martyn’s ‘‘A Tale of a 
Town,”. and which was one of the earliest 
roductions of the Irish Literary Theatre. 

uring his illness in 1930 ' The Coming of 
Gabrielle’’ was staged in a private theatre 
in London, but it did not venture into the 
ordinary commercial theatre. 

In 1931° Mr. Moore announced that he 
would write no more Jong books, but would 
for the remainder of his life confine his at- 
tention to the writing of short stories and 
articles for the reviews. As he had been 
almost continuously ill since 1928 the an- 
nouncement was not unexpected, but he con- 
tinued to supervise the publication of the 
Collected Edition of his works for a London 
ublisher, Soon after the announcement of 
is retirement from the writing of major 
works it was announced that he had selected 
his biographer,, and that he would, to some

The President, Mr. D. J. O’Sullivan, 
M.Sc., reported much activity on the part ol 
the committee during vacation in connection 
with the Union card issue, and also in con- 
nection with the matter of the students’ diary 
and the College magazine. It was not found 
practicable to produce a diary at all this year, 
owing to the shortage of time available, but 
it is almost certain that next year a College 
diary for students would be published, and 
would be available at the end of Michaelmas 
Term, so as to be in the hands of all students 
by the new year. This is by far the most 
satisfactory arrangement made so far in con- 
nection with the diary. An issue of Comhtrom 
Feinne is now in the hands of the printer, 
and will be on sale tc-morrow. This number 
was edited by Mr. Michael O’Phelan, while 
the editor for the remainder of term will 
be Mr. Brian ONuallain, who is widely 
known. as a satirist of College and public 
affairs.

the Paris Opéra to-night, and the 
performance will be broadcast from the 
Eiffel Tower Station. Wagner, sung in 
French, sounds queer to many people, but 
the opportunities of hearing “' Parsifal ”’ 
are so rare that one should not make too 
much of the objection. “' Parsifal’’ was 
the last of Wagner’s music dramas, and 
was produced in his Bayreuth Music 
Theatre in 1882, the year before his death, 

For the subject of “ Parsifal,’’ Wagner 
took the legend of the Holy Grail, from 
which, thirty years earlier, he had drawn 
material for '' Lohengrin.’’ In the theatre, 
with the effects of staging desired by 
Wagner, in combination with music 
written with that mastery to be expected 
of the man who had already written the 
“ Nibelungen-Ring ’’ and “ Tristan and 
Isolde,’’ not to speak of others, some parts 
of ‘‘ Parsifal’’ are solemn and awe- 
inspiring. The music by itself, if well 
received, will have much of this effect for 
listeners who have prepared themselves 
with knowledge of the story, and, perhaps, 
with study of the musical themes as well. 

Having regard to the prominence of the 
** Love-feast ” in ' Parsifal,’’ there is a 
curious coincidence in the fact that Vienna 
to-night is broadcasting an early cantata 
of Wagner's, entitled ‘‘ Das Liebesmahl 
der Aposteln ’’ (the Apostles’ Love-feast), 
This 1s not very Wagnerish music, but it 
does show some signs of the composer's 
individuality. 

How great was the distance travelled by 
Wagner in the direction of elasticity and 
power of musical expression between that 
early choral episode and the Grail scene 
in “ Parsifal,’’ the latter written when he 
was nearing his seventieth year.

The doctrine of Cumann na nGaedheal, said 
Mr. Kenney, is that the Irish farmers are 
the absolute owners of their land.

DANGER OF COMMUNISM. 

Mr. H, Quigley presided at a meeting of 
Cumann na nGaedheal held in the Town Hall, 
Blackrock, last night.

State will be required to make the most 
momentous decision of their lives. Since 
the dissolution of Dáil 
weeks ago they have been courted with 
frenzied vigour by the two big political

parties. 
politics so many election meetings never 
have been held in such a short space of 
time, and there certainly never has been 
such eager bidding for the support of the 
electorate. When the election campaign 
opened there was only one real issue before 
the people. That issue.remains. .1t, has 
been hidden by the obtrusion of all sorts 
of more or less irrelevant points; which 
have been magnified out of all proportion 
to their national importance. Attempts 
have been made to secure the sympathy of 
the farmers by competing offers in respect 
of the Jand annuities. Spokesmen of 
Fianna Fáil have angled for the town: 
workers‘ yotes by promises oí new in- 
dustries, here, there and elsewhere; and 


ment that since the advent of- Mr. de 
Valera’s Government large numbers of 
new factories have been established in the 
twenty-six counties. All these, and many 
other, arguments are beside the point. 
Ultimately there is only one thing that 
matters in this election. Do the people of 
the Free State wish to remain within the 
British Commonwealth ; or do they wish to 
become citizens of a twenty-six county 
Republic? Mr. de and his

issue; but, if they should be returned to 
power to-morrow, it will assume urgent 
and menacing importance. 

Intelligent electors will banish all minor 
considerations from their minds. Their 
choice, after all, is very simple. Two 
groups are soliciting their votes. On the 
one hand, the constitutional candidates, 
with Mr. W. T. Cosgrave at their head, 
declare that they will maintain Dominion 
status, thus securing for the people of the 
Free State all the many advantages that 
citizenship of the British Commonwealth 
confers upon them. In the Commonwealth, 
the Irish Dominion has privileges and 
opportunities that it never could hope to 
enjoy as an independent republic. It has 
all the world-wide services of the British 
_race at its disposal, and is not required to 
pay a single penny for their use. Further- 
more, Mr. Cosgrave promises that he will 
bring the economic war with Great Britain 
to an immediate end. After the ex- 
periences of the last six months that 
prospect alone ought to ensure his success. 
On the other hand, Mr. de Valera and his 
Labour allies offer nothing but national 
bankruptcy. Apparently they contemplate 
quite cheerfully the indefinite continuance 
of the economic war ; for none of them has 
mentioned its conclusion. They will per- 
sist in their ruinous policy of prohibitive 
tarifis and fantastic bounties; they will 
give the coup de grdce to the expiring 
cattle trade, and they will impoverish the 
middle classes in an effort to placate the 
clamant elements among their supporters. 
Their ultimate policy, howeve-; is to break 
the last link with the British Common- 
wealth. Mr. de Valera will abolish the 
Senate, snap his fingers in Great Britain's 
face, and lead a broken nation forward to 
hungry indeperidence. 

Mr. Cosgrave has ten years of solid 
achievement to his credit; Mr. de Valera 
has ten months of ruinous muddling. “In 
any country with a normal political 
development, there could be no doubt con- 
cerning the result of a general election 
which offered such a choice ; but the Irish 
Free State has had abnormal experiences, 
and its voters have not yet learned to 
dissociate political principles from personal 
prejudices. Consequently, there is no 
certainty about to-morrow’s poll. If the 
men and women in the Free State who wish 
to secure the maintenance of the constitu- 
tion do their duty as citizens, Mr. Cosgrave 
and his supporters will be returned to 
power by a majority that will decide the

George Moore. 


In the early decades of the twentieth 
century the death of a veteran craftsman 
of letters conjures up, almost inevitably, 
a ready-made epitaph. The memory of his 
apologists goes back to the era of his first 
triumphs, and the dead writer is hailed 
as the last and greatest of the great Vic- 
torians. George Moore, whose life and 
work are reviewed in our columns to-day, 
has not escaped this posthumous distinc- 
tion. The easy praise, however, misses the 
mark. To place him first among the great 
artists who made their names in the Vic- 
torian age is to pass judgment upon a 
period which, as yet, we cannot pretend 
to. view with the aloofness which is 
essential to sound literary criticism. His 
greatness apart, the list of his publica- 
tions forms a record of a career to which 
it is unwise to apply an adjective of 
limitation. The George Moore who, at 
seventy, and with the Great War behind 
him, produced five original works in quick 
succession, was no mere survival from a 
past century. His early work betrays the 
influence of a cast of thought which led, 
in other writers, to the strangest manifes- 
tations of nineteenth-century realism or 
to the preciousness of the wsthetic move- 
ment; but in essence his writing never 
owed more than incidental inspiration to 
To the end of his 
days, indeed, he was not sparing in his 
criticisms of his contemporaries. From 
the beginning his work had an individual

quality which distinguished even his early 
realistic novels from the French writers 
with whom he was brought into contact, 
and, as the catalogue of his printed books 


became longerand longer, he passed more 


and more into a realm of the spirit which 
defies identification with any. school or 
age. He had devoted himself to the art 
of writing, with esthetic 
through perfect 


satisfaction 
craftsmanship, as his 
greatest—indeed, his only—aim. For most 
frish readers the works of his Dublin 
period must have the greatest appeal, and 
particularly the trilogy ‘‘ Hail and Fare- 
well,’’ with its matchless pictures of the 
capital in the Irish literary movement ; 
but he himself would have preferred the 
austerity of his purely objective creation. 
Yet the Dublin years, without doubt, left 
their mark upon his genius. The influence 
of his country’s artistic trend in those 
days was a stage in his progress from 
the directness which : andalised Victorian 
readers to the state of artistic isolation, 
which his

The Irish selectors, like their English 
colleagues, seem to be afraid to infuse 
young blood into their teams. Twenty- 
five years ago R. A. Lloyd, and since 
the War Frank Hewitt, were chosen 
to represent their country while they 
still were at school, and although 
the former did not play until he 
left Portora, the latter made a brilliant 
débit against the “All Biacks.”’

The London Strike. 


London to-day is afflicted with a creep- 
ing paralysis. Last Tuesday the employés 
of a single garage of the London General 
Omnibus Company came out on strike; 
yesterday some 13,000 men had withdrawn 
their labour—nearly as many as the 
entire. staff of the Free State’s railway 
system. The city is not bereft of communi- 
cations; the trams and the underground 
railways are unaffected. Nevertheless a 
great deal of hardship has been caused 


ito unfortunate workers, who must find 
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ir way from suburbs to city by some. 
means or other, and the trams are “bé- 
sieged by clamouring mobs, at every stop- 
ping-place. The strike did not arise from 
any question of wages, andl it is not sanc- 
tioned by the men’s union. Last Septem- 
ber the London General Omnibus Com- 
pany made an agreement with the Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, which, 
with other things, provided for “a faster 
service over many routes. The men ob- 
jected to any speeding-up of the services, 
whose rate of progress had remained un- 
altered since 1912; but their delegate con-’ 
ference accepted the agreement, and this 
month some of the faster services have 
been brought into operation. Now the 
drivers and conductors, with their fellow- 
employés in the garages, have ‘‘ downed 
tools’ in their protest against the “ in- 
tolerable conditions brought about by 


| speed.” They have issued an appeal to 


transport workers of all classes to assist 
them, but so far the appeal is without 
response. If it should be answered, Lon- 
don would be face to face with very 
similar conditions to those of the general 


strike of 1926.

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THE GENERAL ELECTION, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Your correspondence columns have 
recently been occupied by letters discussing 
the mechanics of our complicated elective 
system, but your leading article to-day re- 
calls the minds of your readers to a more 
fundamental matter—the obligation laid upon 
every citizen to exercise the franchise. Your 
persuasive argument is addressed, not to the 
indolent and the frivolous, but to. those serious 
citizens who have an undefined feeling that 
by casting their vote they are in some way 
compromising another, and what they con- 
sider a wider, loyalty. 
that the best way they can preserve the 
political ideal which tradition has endeared 
to them is by a demonstration of neutrality 
and a refiisal to register their vote for any 
party which does not give full expression to 
their views on general politics. 

Every high-minded man must respect those 
who shrink from even the apparaaes of 
abandoning ancient lovalties and that sensi- 
tive honeur which disdains a too facile com- 
promise. But, however it may be possible to 
maintain an attitude of neutrality in matters 
of abstract political speculation, in the great 
issues of practical life neutrality becomes im- 
possible and men must make a choice. To 
refuse to vote is not to be neutral. There 
is a profound truth in the common maxim 
that he who tries to remain neutral casts his 
vote on the wrong side. Every intelligent 
citizen must realise that, behind all. the 
dctails of party programmes, there are two 
main political orientations—one facing in one 
direction and one in another. The issues are 
clear enough for intelligence and for con- 
sciénce to sugguest to any individual which 
he ought to support. One thing is certain: 
by abstaining, no less than by voting, he is 
affecting the issue—he cannot be neutral. 

Our country is now calling upon her citizens 
to decide the lines along which her govern- 
ment is” to run, Upon that decision her 
future for years, perhaps for centuries, must | 
depend. New situations call forth new 
loyalties. Deliberately to abstain from the 
axercise of the franchise entrusted to us is to 
tail our own manhood and to fail our country.

“ES of County Wicklow mranite for the 
aiverpool Cathedral has been held up owing 
to tariffs, and that work would have given 
employment to hundreds of men for fifty 
years.” He is not quite well informed. 
Unless the stone is allowed to be worked in 
the Wicklow quarries, and shipped as dressed 
stone, there would be no employment, unless 
for the few labourers handling it. The Irish 
stonecutters would have to leave their homes 
to find work on the Liverpool site, as there 
would be very little for them to do here. 

We are not afraid of the granite tariff. 
Our Government can retaliate with a tariff 
on Portland stone that will hit England far 
more than a granite tariff can hit the Irish 
worker. Portland is used very considerably 
in Dublin and in almost every alternate 
building in O'Connell street. If a tariff were 
put on Portland stone coming into the Free 
State, the hundreds of workmen mentioned 
by Mr. O'Donnell might not worry about

upon withdrawal, and 
questions must arise immediately. Japan, 
at the moment, has three Colonial 
mandates from the League over former 
German territories in the North Pacific 
These are three groups of islands—the 
Ladrones, the Carolines and the Marshall 
[slands. The population of these islands 
is Melanesian and Japanese, and the sole 
industry is confined to capra. If Japan 
should decide to leave the League, it is 
supposed that her mandates would revert 
to its keeping until another country would 
look after the islands. The point is 
interesting, because the United States has 
displayed a certain nervousness on a 
rumour that Japan intended to form a 
naval station among the islands, as an 
offset to the United States naval station 
at Hawaii. 


Imprisonment for Debt. 


The Home Office has appointed a com- 
mittee to make investigations into the 
existing svstem of imprisonment for debt, 
in order to find remedies for a system re- 
garded by many people as archaic. It 
is surprising to learn that in 1931 no fewer 
than 23,849 people were sent to prison for 
non-payment of money sums—over 12,000 
for debts and the remainder for failure to 
pay sums incurred as a result of legal pro 
ceedings. ‘The cost of. their maintenance 
during the year is estrmated to have been 
about £60,000. The committee will have 
to deal with the problem of how far it 1s 

imprison. debtors for the 
justice, and also how the 
number of people sent to jail can be re 
duced without a weakening of legal! 
authority. There are, of course, 
where imprisonment is essential to secur 
payment of debts, but the process 
frequently results in pressure on relatives 
who are ill able to bear another's burden. 


The Omnibus Strike.

Motorists with accommodation picked up 
girls and women, and landed them as new 
as possible to their work. On all sides 
there appeared to be a grim determination 
to get to work, no matter what trouble 
might be involved. It is asserted that thie 
strike is due to Communistic influences 
and is designed to wreck the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union. At an;

Four 
policemen were stabbed, one of them 
seriously, and numerous Nazis were way- 
laid by groups of political opponents. 

Crowds had to be dispersed with the help 
of batons. 

In the north of Berlin burning oil 
barrels were dropped from the roofs of she 
houses cn Nazis marching to their 
quarters, but no one was injured. 

From the Communist quarters one man 
is reported killed by a police bullet. They 
declined, however, to give the number ot 
their casualteis, many of them having been 
conducted to safety before the police could 
lay hands on them. 

The Communist Party amnounces a week 
of protest demonstrations in Berlin, 
which is to be inaugurated by a mass meet- 
ing on Tuesday in the square’ before the 
former Imperial Palace, provided police 
permission is obtained.

COMPANY'S REMEDY IN 
THE LAW COURTS.

GENEVA, Sunday 


The League of Nations Council will con- 
sider the Anglo-Persian dispute on 
Tuesday. 

The Persian Government, in their 
memorandum in reply to the British case 
in respect of the cancellation of the D’Arcy 
concession, express the hope that the 
friendly relations which have prevailed up 
till the present between the two countries 
will not be impaired by this incident. 

They contend that the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Company has not exhausted the legal 
procedure open to it, and has not even 
attempted to have recourse to the courts 
of law in the matter, and, therefore, that 
Article 15 is not applicable in this dis- 
pute. 

They claim that the cancellation of a 
concession owing to the non-fulfilment of 
contractual obligations is not a violation 
of international law, and that, as the pre- 
liminary conditions had not been fulfilled, 
there could be no justification for diploma- 
tic intervention under Article 15.

spoke of the Empire he meant the Irish

Few men were doing 
more at the moment to govern’ that Empire 
than Irishmen, and throughout the British 
Empire, east and west, north and south, 
there were thousands of their fellow-country- 
men at this moment gery” positions : of 
honour in every branch of the professions 
and in every business in life. here was 
hardly a page in the history of the pire 
in which the name of Ireland was not written 
largely all over it, and in a crisis like this 
they wanted to elect to the Parliament of 
their country: men in whom they had confi- 
dencee, men of ability, men of integrity and 
of the highest sense of duty, and all these 
qualities “were. possessed in an amiple 
measure by Mr. John Good, 


THE CANDIDATE. 


Mr. John Good said that the policy he 
stood for in this election was the policy that 
he had stood for in the Dail. He stood for 
the Treaty, both in the letter and in the 
spirit, and he stood for law and order and 
ee government. As a business man he 
ooked upon the Treaty as of the greatest 
importance to the State. Under the Treaty 
they enjoyed many privileges, the greatest of 
which was the market they had in Great 
Britain for all the agricultural products they 
could send into it, and it gave them a pre- 
ference over all other countries outside the 
Commonwealth of Nations. 

The agricultural industry was of the greatest 
importance to the welfare of the State, but 
during the last ten months the Government 
had been trying to change this agricultural 
country into an industrial country, and 
virtually evorything they used was tariffed 
except the air. The whole of that policy had 
been an absolute failure: it had produced 
dislocation in all other industries, and had 
shaken confidence and increased unemploy- 
ment. There had been an increase in direct 
and in indirect taxation, and an enormous 
increase in municipal taxation. That was the 
result of eleven months’ government by 
Fianna Fail. 

Mr. Good, continuing, said that within the 
last few days he had received a letter from 
Mr. Smyth, Chairman of their local Council, 
concerning charges for electricity, which had 
been: increased in the borough by 25 per cent., 
while it had been increased by only 10 per 
cent. in Rathmines and Dublin, and 124 per 
cent. in Cork; and, in addition, in Kingstown 
there was no choice between *payment. by 
consumption, or according to Poor Law valua- 
tion. That, said Mr. Good, was a matter 
between the local authority and the Elec- 
tricity-Supply Board, The State had nothing 
to do with it, but if there was any support he 
could give to remedy that grievance he would 
be only too delighted to give it. 


PARTITION. 
Another letter he received was from a large 
ratepayer whose name he; did not wish to 
diselose. The writer asked-what he intended 
to de in the matter of paren. They had 
so many other problems in this election, said 
Mr. Good, that, for the moment, they had 
dropped. partition; but he would like to 
remind. the electors that before partition 
became a law in this country it had no 
stronger opponent than he. He was one ,of 
the most active members of the late Anti- 
Partition League, and they took the strongest 
measures possible in that society to prevent 
the partition,of Ireland, Nothing would give 
him personally greater pleasure than taking 
part in any measure that would remove that 
partition, but now that it was there he was 
satisfied that nothing short of wise govern- 
ment and good statesmanship in the Free 
State ever would lead to the removal of that 
partition. : 
There was another matter on which he 
had received a number of letters, and that 
was in regard to his views of the railway 
problem. 
He was very sorry to read in the manifesto 
in that morning’s paper that, while Mr, de 
Valera said that the railways were going to 
be maintained in the interests of the public 
and the workers, there was not a word in it 
about the interests of the poor shareholders. 
He always had been a strong supporter of the 
rights of property, and if the rights of pro- 
perty were not held sacred and properly dealt 
with in connection with their railways, it 
would be a bad day for their country. If 
they wer3 not going to get the rights of pro- 
perty recognised and dealt fairly with in con- 
nection with their railways, they had no 
security that the rights of property would get 
due regard in any other industry.

Valera wanted to dishonour the Treaty obli- 
gations, and wanted them to fight with him, 
but no decent, honest Irishman could indulge 
in a war of that kind, By upholding the 
Treaty they were doing the best for them- 
selves, »ut if they wanted in honour and 
decency to make any inroads in the Treat 
that only could be dohe by agreement wi 
the other contracting party. Mr. de Valera 
had asked them to carry on a war on false 
ground and dishonour the Treaty. 


THE VICTIMS. 


If this great war were to be continued it 
was going to be a fight behind the backs of 
the poor people of this country. It would be 
the small farmer, and. the labourer, and the 
artisan, who would be thrust into the front 
ranks of this great battle that was to be 
fought, and he did not think that any one 
présent, that might was prepared to fight be- 
hind a vanguard such as that. 

The question they had to consider was 
whether they were to lose the only market 
where they could dispose of their surplus 
produce or whether they were going to 
enter into what had been called “a Kathleen 
Mavourneen war.”

terrible for comment. 


THE REAL WAR, 


If Mr. de Valera was returned to 
power he might  arrogate to him- 
self a mandate for the Republic that he 
had been so an i of during the past three 
weeks, The real war they Shad to fight was 
a warrfor restoration, for the repair of 
the destruction, and to put Ireland back 
where it was twelve months ago, and keep 
it there, | 

In conclusion, Mr. FitzGerald asked them 
to support Mr. Good for their country's 
good, for their own good, for the good of their 
markets, for the good of housing, for 
wages, and. for good government. Let them 
do good by. voting first for Good that good 
might prevail. 

Mr. David Barry, O.B.E., seconding the 
resolution, said that Mr. Derrig, Free State 
Minister for Education, had stated that agri- 
culture was relieved to the extent of two- 
thirds in rates, but the only relief that he 
ever got was £1.

ALARM RAISED. 


The first indication that anything of a 
serious nature had happened was when Mrs. 
Cairns, although badly injured by revolver 
shots in her abdomen, managed to raise the 
alarm by ringing the bell of a friend’s house 
on the w flight of a tenement building 
about one hundred yards from her own house. 

Uhe. call was answered by Mr. T. Grainger, 
and when he opened the door he was horrified 
to see Mrs. Cairns in a state of collapse. 
She cried : “1 have been shot; send for the 
police. Mr. Grainger. assisted the woman 
into the house, and then gave the alarm 
and had her removed to the hospital. ‘I'he 
police went to the house in Parkér street, 
and found both men lying side by side dead. 
Cairns was a laboratory. porter in the 
Western Infirmary, where his wife now lies, 
and in the evening he also worked as an 
attendant in a picture house. 

Laborde, who was a friend of Cairns, 
returned from Shanghai a year or two ago, 
and stayed for a time at Dundee, where it is 
believed that Cairns was also then living. 


NO STRUGGLE. 


On inquiry last night it was learned that 
Mrs. Cairns was still in a serious condition, 
although she rallied somewhat late in the 
afternoon. 

The police are of the opinion that there 
was no struggle, and that the woman was 
first shot at before the revolver was turned 
on her husband. 


OBITUARY. 
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SIR PERCY SARGENT. 

Sir Percy Sargent, the well known surgeon, 
died at his home in London yesterday. Sir 
Percy: was a victim ‘of influenza, which 
deve age into pneumonia, He had been ll 
for only a short time. 

Sir Percy, who was born in 1873, was 
educated at Clifton College and St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, going’ thence ‘to St. 
Thomas Hospital, to which he was subse- 
quently appointed surgeon. He was also 
surgeon to the National Hospital, «Queen 
square. . During the Great War he acted as 
consulting surgeon to the B.E.F., “was 
awarded the D.S.0., and was twice mentioned 
in despatches. He was made a C.M.6G. in 
1919 for his War services, and was knighted 
in 1928. In 1922 Sir Percy was appointed 
hon. consulting surgeon to the Ministry of 
Pensions. Two years ago he was re-elected 
a member of the Executive Committee of the 
Im erial Cancer Research Fund, and last 
February was appointed Bradshaw Lecturer 
by the Council of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. He was the son of Mr. E. G. 
Sargent, of Bristol. 

Sir Percy Sargent married a daughter of 
the late Str Herbert Ashman, Bristol’s first 
Lord Mayor, Lady Sargent died last year,

Mr. James Dwyer, an ex-Deputy for Leix 
Offaly, aiter expressing the opinion that the 
injuries which Mr, Dwyer received when his 
car collided with a Dublin-Limerick ‘bus at 
Ely’s Hill, not far from his home, o 
December 17 last, resulted from his bein, 
thrown against the steering-wheel of his car. 
Evidence had been given by Gusrd John 
Cahill, Pearse. Street Station, Dublin, who 
was a passenger in the ‘bus, that M) 
Dwyer’s car swerved to the right when fron 
twenty to thirty yards away, and that the 
swerve continued until the car struck t! 
‘bus, which was on its proper side. When 
the oncoming car swerved, the ‘bus-driver 
applied his brakes, swerved to the left 2nd 
drove up on the grass-margin in an effort to 
avoid a collision. The ‘bus was traveling 
at between ten and fifteen miles an hour. 
and Guard Cahill did not think that it ha: 
been driven in a dangerous manner at an; 
time since it left Dublin. 
The Guard added that Mr. Dwyer’s ca. 
seemed to be travelling at a moderate speec|. 
There was room for three vehicles to pass at 
the point where the collision occurred, There 
seemed to be no obstruction that would have 
caused the motor car to swerve. 
He could not form an opinion as 
whether the driver had control of the car, 


TURNED RIGHT ROUND. 


Denis Delaney, Ballaghmore,. who was 
driving a; horse and cart, and saw the acci- 
dent, gave corroborative evidence. When he 
went over to the car, which was turned com- 
pletely round by the impact, he saw Mr. 

wyer sitting in the driver’s seat with his 
head thrown back. He helped to take his little 
daughter out of the front of the car. His 
little. son was in the back of the-car.. When 
the "bus reached the top of the hill, added 
the witness, it was going very slow. 

Edward J. Tutten, the driver of the ‘bus, 
said that Mr. Dwyer’s car came towards him 
without making any effort to swerve to its 
own side. After the collision he went over

“te the car and saw the driver in his seat. 


He appeared to be dead, 

The 'bus had turned a bend in the road 
before the collision took place. Tutten said 
that he did not sound a horn when going 
round the bend, as he did not consider the 
bend dangerous. 

Dr. Kirby said that he came to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Dwyer was alive when 
struck by the steering wheel of his car from 
the amount of blood in the left side of his 
chest and bruise marks 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, that the impact 
with the steering wheel was caused bv 
collision with a ‘bus, and that death vw 
due to an accident. They exomerated the 
‘bus driver, and recommended that in future 
drivers should sound a horn at Ely’s Hill.

MORE MONEY SPENT. 


No credit, however, is given to the films 
themselves, although the improved quality of 


recent British pictures has certainly had | 


something to do with their popularity. Last 
year saw the British companies spending more 
money on studios, actors, and producers, and 
this hag had a noticeable effect on the general 
standard of their work. They have still a 
long way to go before they bring their films 
to anything near the level of the best 
American and Continental pictures, but the 
start has definitely been made, and the results 
are already Sigg og. to be apparent, 

It is likely that further progress will be 
made in the present year. have not heard 
anything as to the Gaumont-British pro- 
gramme, but British and Dominions have a 
number of productions in hand. The most 
ambitious of these will probably be “ Bitter 
Sweet,” adapted from Noel Coward’s well- 
known operetta, in which Anna Neagle is 
to play the leading part, Ralph Lynn and 
Winifred Shotter will appear in “‘ Summer 
Lightning,’’ by P. G. Wodehouse, and other 
films will feature Jack Buchanan, Tom Walls 
and Sydney Howard. One hopes that too 
many of these pictures will not be founded 
on stage plays; this particular obsession has 
done too much already in preventing the 
proper development of the British film. 


DUBLIN CINEMAS, 


This Week’s fare at the Dublin cinemas is 
somewhat better, on the whole, than it has 
been recently, and there are several pictures 
which are interesting in one way or another. 

‘* Igloo,” at the Savoy, is obviously in- 
spired by Robert Flaherty’s “ Nanook,’’ and 
one has the suspicion that before long 
Eskimo films may be overrunning our 
cinemas to the same extent as the jungle 
film has done. The picture is disappointing, 
but there are some good shots of the Arctic 
ice-fields. 

‘Tom Brown of Culver,” the supporting 
picture, deals with life at an American mili- 
tary academy. It proceeds along the orthodox 
lines of film romance, but is remarkable for 
the fact that there is only one woman in the 
cast, who holds the screen for less than half 
a minute, So 

Alison Skipworth, who takes the principal 
art in ‘‘ The Sporting Widow” at the 

apitol, is a newcomer to the screen, as far 
as Dublin is concerned. She reminds one 
a little of Marie Dressler, and has consider- 
able comic talent. She is supported in quite 
an amusing picture by George Raft, Evalyn 
Knapp, po ichard Bennett. 

On the stage, Marianne and Roland appear 
in the ballet, “ Masquerade,”’ which also 
includes the Capitol Paramount Girls. Other 
items are the “ Three Virginians”’ and 
Frank Conder’s dancers, 

“Tell me To-night,"’ at the Metropole, is 
one of those later British pictures that are 
distinctly better ‘than their predecessors. The 
direction and photography are excellent. and 
the story, though there is not much in it, 
runs along very pleasantly. Jan Kie>ura, 
the star, has plenty of opportunity to use his 
fine voice, while Sonnie Hale and Edmund

From Oun TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Sunday Night, 


I there were any place where a better 


day 's racing under National Hunt Rules 
coúid be seen than we saw at Newbury 
esterday, I would like to be led to it. Only 
rdy folk come jumping, and one had to be 
on the hardy side rn a fl for the tempera- 
ture was very low, but, the sun was shiniug; 
and there was a splendid light. ; 

Furthermore, the racing was as interesting 
and as varied as ány we shall see this season, 
The excellence of the programme, with the 
names of Grand National horses appear! 
here, there and everywhere, drew a sple id 
uttendance, which shows. that there are a 
great many hardy people whom nothing will 
keep away when there is good steeplechasing 
to e seen. 

We will begin with the Winchester Handi- 
cap Steeplechase, in which the giant Remus, 
a 20 to 1 chance, beat the favourite, Gay 
Devil, by a neck after Theras had refused 
the last fence when he had the race at his 
mercy. 

THEN HE WENT WRONG, 

Just before the Grand National of last 
year Kemus was an immensely fancied candi- 
date for the race, and then he went wrong. 
He has been progressing by easy stages this 
winter, but his progress has not gone any- 
thing like far choir. to give Frank Morgan 
the slightest encouragement that he could 
win this race with 12st, 7Ib. 

It seemed bold on the part of the ex- 
amateur, Francis Sclater, to make the runnin 
on the horse, which he dic after Ferrans had 
led him a couple of fences, with this weight 
and in his backward condition; but the bi 
horse took the field along at quite a ste 
pace until they were two tences from home, 
when Theras shot past him. 

Then Theras did a thing that his trainer, 
Stanley Harrison, says he has never done 
before. A good twenty yards from the last 
fence—when he had a long lead—he suddenly 
Stuck his toes in, slowed down and jinked 
into the wing. 

OWEN TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 

I suppose an old jockey hke Tich Mason 
would have felt it coming and kicked him 
over, but it took Owen completely by sur- 
ge; Then Captain Brownhill dashed Gay 

vil up, and he appeared to have the race in 
hand. But Remus was running on, and he 
never faltered until he had landed himself a 
winner by a neck. 

Of*course, he was a lucky winner, because 
Theras could only have lost the race by fall- 
ing at the last fence, so far was he clear and 
so full of running did he appear to be. I sup- 
pose the feat will cost Remus a few ‘extra 
pounds in the Grand National Handicap, but 
then he can be made a lot better than he 
was yesterday by Liverpool, and there is 
every indication that he will once again be a 
greatly fancied candidate. 

Even allowing the luck that came his way, 
his was a good feat here. Although I doubt 
whether Theras fully gets the National course 
he is a smart horse at three miles, and Gay 
Devil may have been asked too much to con- 
-cede him 15lb. 

GAY DEVIL'S NATIONAL CHANCE. 

All the same, I think a little less of the 
—-, chance of Gay Devil in the Grand 
National than I thought before. Delanecice 
ran very badly, indeed, but Uncle Batt ran 
well, and would have been a closer third but 
íor a blunder. 

then we had the Ogbourne Steeplechase 
over two miles with a rich assortment of Grand 
National horses—Gregalach (slated again for 
top weight, 1 suppose, at. Liverpool); the ris- 
ing hope, Kellsboro Jack; . the American- 
bred Lone Eagle IT. (a fine-leoking horse) 
the neat little Flambent and Ottawa. 

One who is not in the Grand National, 
Parson’s Well, started favourite, but a 
blunder at the water to begin with put paid 
to his chance. Brave Cry and Kellsboro

fence, when Flambent raced away and beat 
Kelisboro Jack and Brave Cry by six lengths 
and three lengths, with Ottawa fourth. 

It was a nice performance by the son of 
' Flamboyant, who jumps park courses so well, 
but I am not going to think about his Liver- 
pool chance yet, for after winning five races 
straight off early last season he went there 
and fell in the Stanley. 


JUMPED AS WELL AS EVER. 

Gregalach jumped as well as ever and 
pottered along to finish seventh of the nine 
runners It was in this race twelve months 
ago that he startled by beating the brilliant 
two-miler. Go Easy, but he did not go away 
in front this time and make it a falsely run 
race as it was then. Mrs. Gemmell’s grand 
horse is well. . 

Kellsboro Jack was only fancied to a cer- 
tain extent, for his trainer has not been too 
busy with him, and he was not given a hard 
race, Dudley Williams accepting the situation 
when Flambent went away. Although he was 
beaten his National chance is in no way im- 
paired. 

The day began with one of the hottest 
selling steeplechases of the season. Stanley 
Harrison had sent Sir Alfred McAlpine’s 
Koa for this, and as the horse has not 
stooped to a seller before, he was made 
favourite, with Afrikander, The Bird, Sonny 
and Starless well backed also.

LONDON STOCK MARKET FEATURES. 


SPECULATION IN 'GILT-EDGED STOCKS.

BRITISH RAILWAY OUTLOOK. 
—I——' 
(From Oun FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.)- 


For some time past speculative operations 
have played an important part in the fluctua- 
tions in gilt-edged securities. When the 
swing was unmistakably upward professionals 
bought for a rise, and the ‘market was 
periodically weakened by realisations on their 
part. At one time the bull position in such 
things as Local Loans 3 per cent, and Con- 
sols 24 per cent. was substantial, and towards 
the end of last year the calculations of these 
speculators were considerably upset by the 
extraordinary position that followed the issue 
of the ó per cent. Conversion Loan. More 
recently the professionals have operated for a 
fall, influenced by a theory that the rise had 
gone far enough. the prospect of many new 
capital jssues, and talk of the possibility of 
dearer money as a result of more active 
trade, while the most was made of the Budget 
outlook; The market, therefore, was sensi- 
tive to the latest development—the Bank veto 
on further new issues of a trustee character. 


INVESTORS’ INTERESTS SHOULD 
BE; STUDIED. 


'Thosá who believe in the complete freedom 
of markets may resent this measure of control 
and consider that the position had not 
become‘ bad enough to justify the interven- 
tion of the Bank. We have had these phases 
of unsupported capital issues in the past, and 
we will have them again as long as borrowers 
try to get the best possible terms and they 
can obtain the necessary underwriting. It is 
evident} however, that the authorities do not 
want to see a weaker gilt-edged market 
caused by a mass of undigested stock of new 
loans. What would be more satisfactory 
would be a series of offers making a distinct 
appeal to the investor, who finds increasing 
difficulty in obtaining a satisfactory return 
on his ee Such issues would be over- 
subscribed, and instead of the scrip being 
quoted at a heavy discount, with, perhaps, 
underwriters compelled to sell other stocks in 
order to meet their liabilities, the new loans 
would command a good premium, while busi- 
ness generally would be encouraged, 


THE FLOATING DEBT. 


Why the authorities view with disfavour 
the possibility of a decline in gilt-edged 
stocks is not very clear, unless there is some- 
thing in the current talk of a scheme for 
floating part of the Treasury bills outstand- 
ing, a matter referred to by Mr. Goodenough 
at last week's meeting of Barclays Bank. 
Otherwise there are no impending obligations 
of a pressing character. A large amount of 
5 per cent. Treasury Bonds will be paid off 
on Ist February, but this operation will be 
met by the 40 per cent. call due then on ó per 
cent. Conversion. . Still, 1t would be an ad- 
vantage to reduce the amount of Treasury 
bills, which represent almost a day-to-day 
liability, and obviously a strong gilt-edged 
market is essential to the flotation of a new 
loan for the purpose. 


THE BUYING OF BANK SHARES. 


Market dealers report an almost persistent 
demand for English Bank shares since the 
dividends were announced. ‘Those who con- 
template a purchase at current prices mig. .t 
consider one or two points. Unless there is 
a material improvement in trade this year, 
the policy of reducing dividends may be more 
general, The profits announced for 1932 


showed a reduction in practically all cases, 
and in some instances the decline was sub- 
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stantial, but the drop would have been 
heavier still had it not been for the profit 
derived from the conversion of 5 per cent. 
War Loan. It would be interesting to know 
to what extent this affected the revenue last 

ear, but obviously the information will not 
e given. The banks will not benefit 
similarly in the current year, while their 
holding of War Loan will give a return 14 
i cent. less than before. If an institution 

olds £10,000,000 of the converted stock, the

FURTHER RISE UNLIKELY. 

The banks greatly increased their invest- 
ments last year, but every succeeding pur- 
chase may have been made on a smaller yield 
basis. Part of the bigger holdings will pro- 
bably be sold during this year, but it is 
rather doubtful if the operation would give 
much profit, and if it did the amount would 
be used to strengthen internal reserves, as in 
the case of Barclays. These considerations 
lead to the conclusion that a further rise in 
bank shares cannot be expected. As to the re- 
turns at current prices, the range is from less 
than 4 per cent. on Lioyds and Westminster

A SUGGESTED EXCHANGE.

AFRICAN £ BELOW PARITY. 

A Cape Town telegram dated Saturday 
savs :—For the first time in fifteen months 
the South African pound is below parity with 
sterling. The buying price of sterling 1s 
quoted at a premium of 2s. 6d., while the 
selling price is at a premium of 17s. 6d, per 
£100. The Government announce that the 
special import duties, comprising 5 per cent.

Michael O'Neill, Wellpark, Galway, a farm 
labourer, was electrocuted yesterday morn- 
ing. He was found dead near the carcase 
of the cow. Dangling between them was 
found a wire which, with an old boot 
attached to one end, had been flung over the 
electric cable overhead. 

Evidence was given at the inquest that it 
would have taken an adult to throw the boot 
over the cable, which was thirty feet above 
the | has 

‘This is the most fiendish and black- 
guardly act that was ever done in Galway, 
and I extend to you and all your family my 
sincere sympathy,’’ said the Coroner (Mr. 
M. J. Allen), in extending a vote of 
sympathy to the father of the victim. O’Neill 
was aged twenty-eight years, and was un- 
married. 

Kathleen Brennan gave evidence of seeing 
one: cow dead in the field and another lying, 
kicking, close to her. When she looked again 
one of the cows had gone. She informed Mr. 
O'Gorman (O’Reilly’s employer) that one of 
the cows was dead. 

Dr. F. Green, Central Hospital, gave evi- 
dence that O'Neill was dead when admitted 
to hospital. The index. second and little 
finger of the left hand were burned off, and 
the ring finger was hang.ng on by the skin.

FERMANAGH UNIVERSITY 
SCHOLARSHIPS. 


To qualify for a university scholarship under 
the Fermanagh university scheme, a scholar 
must pass with distinction in one subject and 
credit in two, or, in the alternative, credit in 
four subjects in the senicr leaving certificate 
examination. At a meeting of th. Fermanagh 
Regional Education Committee on Saturday 
last it was sroposed that this scheme should 
be amended, and that applicants must pass 
with distinction in three subjects, as suggested 
by the Ministry in its model scheme. fe 

Mr. P. A. MacManus cpposed, and pointed 
out that the heads of all the local secondary 
schools thought this qualification too drastic. 
If three distinctions wero needed only one 
scholarship could have been awarded this year.

fhe Lord Mayor, who presided, introduced 
Father 0. J. Morris, who is prominently 
connected with the missions. He said that 
Father Morris had been ‘associated with the 
life of Dublin many years ago, and had 
done very valuable work in the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society in the city. 

The Rev. O. J. Morris said that the Mull 
Hill Fathers had four missions in Africa, 
two in india, two in Borneo, one in New 
Zealand and one in the Philippine Islands. 
Until a year age they never had a house 
in Ireland, but, through the kindness of the 
Bishop of Ossory, they bad opened their 
first college in County Kilkenny. Their mis- 
sionary fathers were well known to the Irish 
eople, and a great number of them wefe ol 
rish descent.
